Be  it  ordained  by  the  Truflees 
of  the  town  of  Lexington,  that  any  perfon 
or  perfons  who  ihall  bring  into  market,  or 
fliail  adl  or  fpeak  in  futh  a manner  as  to 
retard  the  operations  cl  it,  (hall  forfeit  and 
pay  any  fum  not  lefs  than  three  nor  mors 
than  ten  dollars. 

Sfc.2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  all 
unwholefome  provifions  offered  for  (ale  in 
the  market  fliail  be  forfeited,  and  that  the 
perfon  or  perfons  vending  or  offering  to 
vend  the  fame,  fliail  forfeit  and  pay  any 
fum  not  lefs  than  one  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars. 

Be  it  further  ordained,  that  the 
market  hours  from  the  tirll  of  May  until 
the  firit  of  Oftobtr  fliail  be  held  until  y 
o’clock  A.  M.  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year  until  ten  o’clock  A.  M.

may  be  necessary  for  tile  object,  as  well  as 
an  oilier  monies  which  shall  be  hereafter 
appnipriaicd,  shall  be  applied  to  procur- 
ing ih£%;cessary  cloathing  for  the  marine 
coips.^aud  furnishing  the  navy  of  the  U. 
States  a9ta£*rusaid,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  by  publishing 
proposals  and  making  contracts  for  supply- 
ing the  aforesaid  cloathing,  and  naval  sup- 
plies aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner  as  proposals  are  now  publish- 
ed and  contracts  are  now  made,  for  sup- 
plying provisions  for  the  army  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  giving  preference  in  all  cases 
to  such  proposals  of  fabrics  and  articles  of 
the  manufactures  and  growth  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  where  the  same  can  be  done 
w ithout  material  detriment  to  the  service 
thereof,
